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religion practised is essentially the same — a religion that returns evil for evil, 
blow for blow ; a religion that hates its enemies, prays against them, and 
imprecates the vengeance of Heaven upon them ; a religion that swells with 
pride, and kindles into rage, and pants for revenge, and thanks God for 
slaughter and desolation. 

We may, also, estimate the value of religious privileges in an army. 
They are, like the soldier's conscience, only tools of war, a part of its ma- 
chinery for the infliction of evil, for the destruction of life and property. 
Look at these chaplains, compelled to do the bidding of godless commanders. 
Why administer the sacrament of peace to these men of blood ? Only to 
make them fight more fiercely, to render them more resolute and more suc- 
cessful in butchering their enemies. Gloss it over with whatever phrases 
you please from liturgy or scripture, here is the aim and upshot of it all. 
If the devil should set up a religion of hell among men, would it not be 
very like this ? 

Military chaplaincies ! We hear much about furnishing the army and 
navy with these means of grace; (?) and we see in this case what such chap- 
lains are expected and forced to do. They are at the beck of the comman- 
der-in-chief, and must, of course, perform such services as he thinks will 
best fit his soldiers for their work of blood. They can do only what he re- 
quires or allows ; and here is the fell purpose to which he subsidizes every- 
thing. Were they to preach as Christ did on the Mount, or to pray as he 
did on the Cross, they would soon meet the fate of the Polish officers. 
How can a military chaplain teach warriors a religion of peace, and train 
them for a heaven where God promises a reward to peace-makers ?

KINDNESS BETTER THAN PISTOLS ; OR WOMAn'8 MODE OF SELF- 
DEFENCE 

" Are you not afraid," said a friend to Miss Dix, the philanthropist, " to 
travel over the country alone ? " ' I am naturally timid,' she replied, ' and 
diffident, like all my sex ; but, in order to carry out my purposes, I know 
that it is necessary to make sacrifices, and encounter dangers. It is true, I 
have been in my travels through the different States, in perilous situations. 
I will mention one which occurred in the State of Michigan. I had hired 
a carriage and driver to convey me some distance through an uninhabited 
portion of the country. In starting, 1 discovered that the driver, a young 
lad, had a pair of pistols with him. Inquiring what he was doing with arms, 
he said he carried them to protect us, as he had heard that robberies had 
been committed on our road. I said to him, give me the pistols, 1 will take 
care of them. He did so, reluctantly. 

In pursuing our journey through a dismal looking forest, a man rushed 
into the road, caught the horses by the bridle, and demanded my purse. I 
said to him, with as much self-possession as I could command, Are you not 
ashamed to rob a woman V I have but little money, and that I want to de- 
fray my expenses in visiting prisons and poor houses, and occasionally in 
giving to objects of charity. If you have been unfortunate, are in distress, 
and in want of money, I will give you some. Whilst thus speaking to him, 
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I discovered his countenance changing, and he became deathly pale. ' My 
God,' be exclaimed, 'that voice !' and immediately told me he had been in 
the Philadelphia penitentiary, and had heard me lecturing to some of the 
prisoners in an adjoining cell, and that he now recognized my voice. He 
then desired me to pass on, and expressed deep sorrow at the outrage he 
had committed. But I drew out my purse, and said to him, I will give 
you something to support you until you get into honest employment." He 
declined, at first, taking anything, until 1 insisted on his doing so, for fear 
he might be tempted to rob some one else before he could get into honest 
employment. 

Had not Miss Dix taken possession of the pistols, in all probability they 
would have been used by the driver, and perhaps both of them murdered. 
" That voice " was more powerful in subduing the heart of a robber, than 
the sight of a brace of pistols. 

The Fish Tamer: or the Potter of Kindness over Brutes. —

But could not tame the eagle's nest, 
Nor lead the lion by the mane ; 

With all its strength, and all its woe, 

There was an art it did not know. 

'Twas fitting that a maid like thee, 

In childhood's bright and happy hour, 
Should teach the world the mystery, 

That innocence alone has power ; 
That love the victory can gain. 
Which is not won by millions slain. 

O man, if thou would'st know the art 

, he shattered world to reinstate, 
Like her, put on a living heart, 

And throw awaj thy guile and hate. 
A maid shall tell thee how 'tis done, 
A child shall show the victory won. 
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This anecdote, as significant as it is curious, suggests the possibility of 
such achievements hereafter by the power of innocence and love as the world 
would now deem incredible. The Bible tells us that the various kinds of 
beasts and fowls were "brought unto Adam to see what he would call 
them ; " and, in view of the foregoing story, we might suppose they all came 
to him of their own accord, and lived in his presence without fear. Men are 
beginning at length to learn the might of moral power. It is really one of 
the discoveries of the age, and will prove, when rightly used, of more avail 
than all the rest for the improvement and happiness of mankind. Just look, 
for example, at the meliorations of criminal law, and the new modes of treat- 
ing convicts and lunatics ; all so many applications of this principle. These 
two departments would alone suffice to fill volumes with thrilling illustrations 
We hear, also, of the vilest and fiercest criminals being brought, like the 
obedient and loving dog, under the control of man by moral power. Where 
shall this end ?

If all men, the world over, were 
uniformly to treat, generation after generation, even the beasts of field and 
flood as the little girl ( ! id her finny friends in the pond, is there anything in- 
credible or unphilosophical in the supposition of their coming at length to 
live together without injury or fear ?
